Sir fentas Bowen, G, C. M.G., the new feet 


ernor of Hongkong,. recived on. the ist inst. 2 
deputation respresenting thirty organisations in 
England, Scotland, and Ireland, forthe repeal of 
the Conta ous Diseases Acts and also the 
British a Continental Confederation for. the 
Abolition of State Regulation of Vice throughout |:

The deputation was introduced by Mr. Henry 
Richard, M. 2, who complaincd of the character 
ofthe regulations’of Hongkong. 


: Mr, Shaen then presented a memorial which f 


pointed out all the abuses arising from licensed 
viee in the colony of Hongkong, including the 
employment of paid informers supplicd. with 
moncy from the qecret Service Fund in order to. 
entrap women into acts of immorality. 

Sir George Bowen, in reply, said it would not’ 
be proper in him to express or even to form any 
decided opinion respecting any of the numcrous 
grave, an .complicated questions affecting the 
.colony of Hongkong till he’ had fully examined 
them on the spot; but they might rely upon his’ 
using all the authority and influence of his office 
and ‘his long and varied ‘experience in Colonial: 
adminstration to promote by every means in his 
power the social and moral, as well as the ma- 
terial, welfare of the community of ‘Hongkong, 
They-must, however, bear in mind that Hongkong 
| was a Crown colony—that it enjoyed no pms 
of local self-government such as were enjoyed 
Australia ‘and Canada, and that. the adininistr. 
tion of its affairs: was virtuall directed | by the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies in England. 
He was authorised to informy the deputation that 
the Colonial Government had'sent home the

‘The Gasette of Stberia givesa very unfavour- 
able account of the state of Russian trade with 
the Chinese, in Kuldja. The influx of Russian 
traders into the Chinese province after the Kuldja 
settlement, and their extraction of a, large amount 
of Chinese silver, induced the Celestial authori- 
tiesto pay their troops and officials in paper credit 
notes, which the Russians were to receive in ex- 
change for their wares,‘ and to be allowed to dis- 
count afterwards, at a rate fixed by the Chinese. 
The Russians, however, are now unable to obtain 
“silver for these notes, and are making complaints 
to their Consuls, Obstacles are also being put 
in the way of Russian commerce with Chinese 
towns'at a distance from the frontier. The St, 
Petersburg correspondent of The T¥mes says:-—
